Bt. Ix)ul8, March 29— United States 
Senator J. Ralph Burton, of Kansas, 
waa foQiul guilty Monday ot accepting 
money from th« RlaKo Grain and Be- 
cWltlM Co. for his influence in their 
^bl^ ^fore tb^ post oflice d'epart- 

^be evidence adduced as*^DBt Sen- 
ator Burton may bo aaminariMd aa 
foUowi: 

In November, 1902. h« accepted a 
proposition to b«<>oine general counsel 
of tbe Rialto Grain and Securities Co , 
a concern whoso operations at the 
tliae were under tbe scrutiny of posl- 
ofllee ofBciala. 

Burton demanded |2,600 for bis serv- 
ices, but he was satisfied to be paid in 
monthly installments of $500 each. 

Soon after his employment it devel- 
oped that tlio federal grand Jury was 
investigating the Broolts Brolcerage 
Co., with which MaJ. Hugh C. Dennis, 
prealdent of tbe Rialto Co., bad been 
asflociated. 

Ntiinerous lottrrs written by Rnrton 
showed that the .senator was using his 
influence to prevent the issuaneo of a 
frapd order against tb^ Rialto Grain 
and BecuritleB Oo. 

Burton submitted regular reports to 
the Rialto people, telling them how 
matters were progressing fit Washing- 
ton, advising them of complaints filed 
at the post office department, and clos- 
ing wi^b the asaorance tbat "It you 
look after tblngt at yoor end of the 
line, I will attend to matters here." 

Testimony of poet oflUce ofllelals 
show that Senator Burton had told 
them he Intended to prax-tlce before 
the department; that he had lost |70,- 
000 in the panic, and desired to malte 
some money aa a practicing lawyer. 

Washington, March 29.— Reference 
to a compilation of senate election 
cases from 1789 to 1903 shows no ex- 
pulsion of a senator for conviction of 
a crime, though there have been In- 
atancea where membera of tbe senate 
have realgned before action on ehargea. 
The flrst expulsion from the senate for 
any cause was that of E. M. Blount, 
•who was a senator from Tennessee, 
1796 to 1799. A special Investigating 
committee found him guilty of the au- 
thorship of a letter capable of various 
constructions but which, tn bia owu 
mind, according to the letter, appeared 
to be "Inconsistent with the interests 
of the T'nited States and Spain." He 
was found guilty of high misdemeanor 
and a resolution of expulsion was 
adopted by a vote of 25 to 1. 

For complicity in the Burr conspir- 
acy an action was brought to expel 
John Smith, a senator from Ohio from 
October 25, 1S03, until lio resigned 
April 25, 1808. Indictments had been 
found against Senator Smith in the 
courts ot Virginia; but he waa not 
convicted. When tbe reaoluttooa for 
expulsion were presented to the sen 
ate the vote, after long debate, result- 
ed 19 yeas and lO nays. Two-thlrda of 
the senate not concurring therein, he, 
was not expelled, \ait about two w««ks 
later be reaigned. 

A. number of aouthem aenators were 
expelled when their states seceded. 

Jesse D. Bright, senator for Indiana 
from March 4, 1845, to February .'>, 
1862. was expelled on the charge of 
disloyalty to the United States after 
It waa ahown be bad written a tetter 
to' Jefferson Davlf, president of the 
confederacy, Introducing a Texan, 
whose business was to dlepoae ot "An 
improvement in fire arms."

Boodwin is a daughter of Jos. O'Neill,

A REMARKABLE WILL. 



It Waa Written By the Late Cel. C. M. 
Strader, U. 8. A. 



Louisville, Ky., March 29. — Copies of 
a remarkable will left by Col. C.^. 
Strader, U. a A., retired, whp died 
March 6 at 8t Joa^h'a hospital in 
Philadelphia, have been received by 
several prominent men of Louisville, 
friends of the dead man. 

Col. Strader, after directing that all 
hla debts be paid, requests tbat his 
body DO cremated at Philadelphia, and 
tbe aahen taken to LooiaTlUo, hla birth- 
place, there to be scattered on the wa- 
ters of the Ohio river. 

"If after this proeoss," reads the 
will, "the Angel Gabriel, for whom I 
have all due respect, can with his 
trumpet raise me from the dead, he 
is a darling, and I will take off my 
shadowy hat to him. I will pass away 
believing In no other deity than that 
which Is specified by Pope as being 
'the flrst great cause — lecist under 
stood,' believing tbat my first duty is 
to my 'feUow man and that he who 
Urea thia life in jv*tlce to his people 
and follows the precepts of Him who 
said, 'Love thy neighbor as thyself has 
nothing to fear from thO hereafter-* 
no matter what it is. 

"With best wlsheo to you aU and 
'drink hearty.' " 

Col. Strader graduated from West 
Point before the civil war and was 
one of the few southern oflUcers who 
remained loyal to fho union. After 
the war be saw bard fighting in several 
Indian eampalgns, aerring with Custer 
and other well-known commanders. 
Prior to bis death ho bold a position at 
the Schuylkill araenaL

Conductor Mortally Wounded and City 
Marshal Shot Three Times. 

Bergen, Ky., March 29. — Queen A 
Crescent Conductor Beauchamp was 

.Monday night taken to Lexington in 
a dying con<lition, and City Marshal 
Win Daniels lies at his home her.? 
with three bullet boles in his arm, the 
result of a duel with pistols on the 
train of which Beauchamp waa con- 
dtictor. 

The affair occurred shortly after 7 
o'clock Moiiday evening, and is the re- 
sult of a contention lietwoen the nm- 
nlclpallty of Bergen and the Queen ft 
Crescent train crews. 

Recently several trainmen have been 
arrested and fined for tbe violation of 
city ordinances providing against the 
blockading of streets by waiting 
trains. Several days ago a train un- 
der charge of Conductor Beauchamp, 
It fs claimed, laid at a crosaing for a 
longer time than the ordinance per- 
mits, and a warrant waa therefore is- 
sued for the conductor's arrest. The 
liistruTnent was placed In the hands of 
City Marshal Will Daniels to serve, 
and he has since laid for Beauchamp. 

Monday evening, when the train 
pulled in under charge of Beauchamp, 
the marshal was notified, and, board- 
ing it, attempted to arrest the con- 
ductor. The train started, and the 
marshal insisted that it be stopped. 
Then the shooting commenced.

It Is Reported That the Vladivostok

Paris, March 29. — The Echo de Paris 
St. Petersburg correspondent says the 
war office general staff expects tbat 
the first land engagements In the far 
east win take place in 1K)out a week. 
It la aaUmated. ho adda, that Oen. 
Kuroklt. commanding tbo first Japan- 
ese army in the Ping Yang region, has 
a total strength of 70,000 men, includ- 
ing a brigade of cavalry and IM can- 
non. 

Tbe Petit Joumal'a St Peteraburg 
correspondent aaya: "I learn that the 
fieet to sail to the far ecwt about June 
15 will consist of eight battleships, 11 
cruisers and torpedo boat destroyers 
the number of which has not yet been 
fixed. Command of the fieet will be 
entrusted to Adm. Rojestvenslcy and 
Grand Duke Alexander Micbaelovitob, 
who will receive sealed personal or- 
ders from the emperor to be opened at 
sea." 

Tho St. Petersburg correspondent 
of the Petit Parisian says it is reported 
tbat the Vladivoatok aquadron, under 
the command of Capt. Reltzenstein, 
has returned to Port Arthur with sev- 
( ral prizos In tOW, includillf 0 Japan- 
ese warship. 

"It is certain," says the St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Matin, "that 
tbe Ruaaian cruiser Boyarin was blown 
up by touching a Russian torpedo eight 
days after the torpedo transport Yo 
nesei was blown up by accidentally 
striking a mine at Port Arthur. Even 
If this news Is not confirmed the fact 
that the cruiser has not been mention- 
ed as partaking In tbe recent opera- 
tions Is sufflclent evidence. It ia not 
known since the death of Capt. Stepa- 
noff, commander of t^ie Yeiiesti. where 
the torpedoes have be<>n placed ar.d 
hence it Is impossible for Russian ships 
to approach Dalny, where there are 
known to be many."

The Daily Telegraph editorially ex- 
presses regret that the heirloom was 
not preserved for the British nation 
and says: "Let us bo thankful that 
Westminster Abbey and St. Paul's ca- 
thedral are not portable, or otherwise 
they would be purchased by an Ainer- 
tcaa milli onaire."

Sebate on Civil Sundry Bill Took a 
Wide Range In the House. 



Washington. March 29.— Senate — 
The aenate Monday for three hours 

discussed the rfcent order of the pen- 
sion bureau making old age an evi- 
dence of disability, and then i)a8Bt>d 
the District of Columbia appropriation 
i)ill. The discussion of the pension 
order was based on tbe reaoiution of- 
fered aome daya ago by Mr. Carmack 
directing the committee on the Judi- 
ciary to inquire into the authority of 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment to make such an order. Mr. Car- 
raack contended tbat no such authority 
exists, but several republican senators 
argued that the order waa in line with 
the regulation laauod by Judge Loch* 
ren, commissioner of pensiona under 
Mr. Cleveland, fixing 65 yeara Ot. ago 
as an evidence of Infirmity. 

House— The sundry civil bill was 
before the houao, but debate took a 
wide range. Mr. Otllett (Maaa.) de- 
voted considerable time to anawering 
some of the statements recently made 
on the floor by Mr. Spight (Miss.) re- 
garding the rac« question. He defend- 
ed the president in inviting Booker T. 
Washington to dide with him and said 
tho prealdent waa a man with a big 
heart as well as birth, breeding and 
cultivation. A strong pka for the ty- 
bacco growers was made by Mr. Trim- 
ble (Ky.), who urged the removal ot 
the tax of six cents a pound on raw 
tobacco^ in order' that the producers 
might Mi l diroct to tho consumer.

Bridgea and Treatleo Were Swept 

Away By the Dozens and Othera 
That Have Not Gone Out 
Aro Dangerena. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 29.— North* 

ern and Central Indiana, Including the 
capital city, have seen the worst of 
the flo<xl and are now repairing the 
heavy damages. Cities and towns at 
the headwaters ot the Wabash and 
White rivwa have only allmo aad aud 
left by the receding flood to eontond 
with, but Southwestern Indiana has 
yet to see the worst. The crest ot tho 
flood wlU nMob tho Ohio river in two 
days. 

White riror at ladlanapolia reached 
17.7»4 above low water marti, a rooord 

height. It is estimated tbe damage 

m this county will reach $2,225,000 and 
north of this county an additional 
000,000. In this city l,2oo families 
were driven from their homee. The 
city autboritiea ranolved upon issuing 
$100,000 flood bonds to repair the dam- 
age to the public utilities, but it is ex- 
pected the loss in this one feature will 
be more than double that figure. Mon- 
day the ( ity was almost entirely with- 
out traction service and water. It is 
expected the water works will partially 
resume Ttiosday. 

The Total Property Loss. 

Eight lives have been lost in the In- 
diana flood in two days and tbe total 
property loss in the state has be^n ea* 
timatfd at from $S omo eoo to $10,000.- 
000. l!riili;es and trestles have been 
swept away by the ilozens. Others 
that have not gone out are dangerous. 
Railroad schedules are still wild. 

At Madison, the county commission- 
ers estimate the loss to bridgea at MO.- 
000. 

In Wabash county the loss is ITiO.hOO, 
halt or which ia in the city. 

Miles of streets are still under wa- 
ter at Peru, where the lews is $i«M».ooo. 
The Howe factory will be closed tor 
weeks, throwing 600 out ot work. Tbe 
pumping station is under water.

A SOP TO THE TRUSTS, 
riiftre is Kn unwritten law that the 
Pretident and the Cabinet officials can* 
not be interviewed, and no matter what 
they mijilit say to any newspaper man 
they would net be quoted in the papers 
withoQt Ibeir foil and fr«« oonaent. So, 
the conclusion is irreeistible that Attor- 
ney General Knox sent for the represen- 
tative of the Aiaoeiated Preaa in order to 
say what he is quoted as sayinR the next 
morninK after the Nortliern Securities 
merger decision was rendered. That in- 
terview waa clearly • "aop" to the trusts. 
In order to allay the rankling feelings of 
the trusts over the merger decision, he 
gave it out in clear and unmiatakable 
t«mk that this waa to be the last fight 
of the adminietriition against tbera and 
they miKht rest easy the balance of the 
year, or, for that matter the remainder 
of the time that Roosevelt occupies the 
White House or that Knox is the Attor- 
ney General. In the langaaire of the 
Attorney General, the administration 
"does not intend to run amuck" with 
the business interests of the country. 
This administration has been endeavor- 
ing with might and main to get the peo- 
ple to believe that it was "agin" the 
trusts, but the decision of the Supreme 
Court, by a bare iiMj'ority vote against 
the merger, waa no doubt as much a eur- 
priae to the Attorney General aa it waa 
to the combine involved in the decision, 
hence he made haste to get to the trusts 
of the country with a disclaimer that 
they intended to panne the matter 
further.
